I heur on good authority that, pre- 
vious to the departure of tho New World, a 
letter was addressed to tho Collector of Cus» 
tomsby Capt Train, of the steamer Grap* 
pier protesting against the granting of any 
permission to a foreign veasal to engage in 
euoh wrecking service, and asking besides 
that tho captain of tho New World be 
noliQod of tho unlawfulness of such an under- 
taking.

Confederation Meeting, Cariboo. 

On Dominion day Iho people of Cariboo, 
held an open air meeting in front of Scott 
& Lipsett's saloon, Barkcrville. Mr J M 
Sparrow was oalled to the Chair, and Mr J 
McLaren was appointed Secretary. 

After the chairman bad introduced the 
object of the meeting, Dr Carrall moved 
the following resolution : 

Whereas, the Imperial Parliament of 
Grent Britain, by an Act pasted in 1867, 
entitled iho British North American Act, 
has made liberal provisions for (he admission 
of this colony into iho Dominion of Canada; 
and whereas, the Government of Canada in 
Maroh lust, did make formal application for 
the admission of this colony; and wheroa=, 
the people of this coiony hove at suudfy 
times nnd plaeos, by means of public meet- 
ings, demanded of tho Government of this 
colony to aid and assist iu proouring the 
admission of this Colony into tbo Confedera- 
tion, and all to no purpose, thereforo be it 
resolved : 

1 That in tho opinion of this meeting the 
conduct of iho Government of British Col- 
umbia, in opposing Confederation, iso.intrary 
boih to the policy of tho Imperial Govern- 
ment end tho declared wishes of. the peo 
pie of tli is colony. 

Mr Babbitt seconded. Both the mover 
nnd seconder made ctlectivo speeches, when 
tno nbovo resolution censuring Gov. Seymour 
and bis Executive and Legislative Council 
for obstruoiing Confederation was adopted 
wi'hout u dessentient voice. 

The second resolution declaring the inten- 
tion of tho people of Cariboo to organize in 
favor of immediate Confederation was moved 
by Mr J S Thompson; and it is so pertinent 
of the presont slate of our politicul affiirs 
that wo ro-publish it in tits entiroty as it 
appears in the Cariboo Sentinel: 

"Mr Thompson, in coming forward to sup 
port Confederation said he hud one prinoiple 
reason, and that who that ho was nut u 
Canadian. Cumuliai.s, it was trne, could 
best appreciate the benefits, but all must 
feel that Confederation is uecdssary. The 
various speakers who had preceded bim had 
Tuily 'ex'piairio'uf tne'ouYttnTtt'gcff~o oo "dVfiYeii' 
from Confederation, so that ho would at 
once proceed to read the resolution : 

2 That as tbo Government of this ooiony 
continues to resist the wishes of the inhabit- 
ants on this important question, tho people 
should at once adopt some organizsd and 
systematic modo of obtaining immediate 
admision into the Dominion of Canada. 

The speaker contiuued ;— That Oonfodoror 
tion was desirable there could bo little 
dnubt, pnns.i.y .s" 'h<\t it w^s the wish c! the 
people ol the colony, and that tho Govern- 
ment threw obstacles in the way of its con- 
summation. The more we investigated the 
eubjact tbo more apparent does it become. 
This colony is now politically a mere speck; 
nominally a portion ol the British Colonial 
Empire, but in reality deriving no advantages 
from tbo oonnoxion, unless it be the satisfac- 
tion ot knowing that it iiflords good pastur- 
agf- for a number ol stray sheep from iho 
Colonial Office flocks. Its domain is large 
but spaisely scaled, while it is saddled with 
a Civil List and expenditure sufficient for a 
colony of fifty times the population; and 
what is more repugnant to our feelings, we 
have no voice in tho matter, — we are ex- 
pocted to pay exorbitant taxes without 
a murmur. He would ask if this was a 
proper slale of allaira ? and had wo not boi- 
ler try to get rid ol the membsre of the pre- 
sent irresponsible autocrucy as soon as pes- 
»ible, and render ourselves practioally inde- 
pendent by becoming one of the proviuuesjof 
ihe Dominion of Canada? The Dominion 
is dow cue ol Ihe recognized powers of the 
earth, which, while retaining its own indivi- 
duality, still proudly boasts of being a clus- 
ter of bright stars in that brilliant galaxy of 
sparkling luminaries which constitute the 
constellation the British Empire. Then let 
us seek its fostering protection rather than 
attempt any longer to shine on our own ac- 
count us a star ol the one hundredth magni- 
tude. For ten years, since Ihe Erst oager 
crowd of gold seekers rushed to tho books of 
the Fraser, has this ooiony struggled to keep 
its head above water, and what is its present 
condition 1 

Almost in a state of bankruptcy. While 
the bonds of the Dominion arc eagerly sought 
tor, thoi-c of British Columbia are unsaleable. 
If we were once admitted into the Confedera- 
tion, our debt would bo merged with that of 
the Dominion, ;-.nd we should bo enabled to 
breathe Ireely once again. It may be asked 
by somo sceptical individuals, will tho other 
provinces be willing to admit us and conf»r 
upon us so many advantages unless wo can 
offer some inducement in return To this he 
(Air T/ would uuaarer, lie adioLiageo aoulJ 
tie reciprocal, whilo they would raise us 
from our present abject condition of bank- 
ruptcy and serfdom, wo would open to them 
the gatos of the Orient. When the North- 
west territory, now hold as a bunting ground 
by the Hudson Bay Company, becomes 
united to ihe Dominion, as it Bhortly must, 
ihen this now de»piaed colony ol British Col- 
umbia will bucomu ol importance; it will be 
ihe last link in the chain of independent 
provinces uniting the Aliantio to tbo 1'acinc, 
under ouo name, ono Dominion and aholter- 



Show tba Government ci Great Britain that 
yon are in earnest and you must obtain what 
you desire. Domonstralo that you will no 
longer submit to be treated as serfs in this 
age of progress ; that you will not calmly 
surrender your inalienable birthright of li- 
berty as British Subjeets. (Loud applause) 
See tho mapic influence that thai name carries 
with it to-day. An African savage monarch 
imprisons a few British subjects, and tbou»h 
protected by almost inaccessible mountains 
in bis stronghold — although tho armies of 
Greece and Rome in their palmiest days had 
been foiled in attempting to overrun iho same 
territory, a brief campaign has laid the 
tyrant Theodore in the dust, and British 
arms have vindicated British b'nor. What 
must be the feelings ol those ransomed cap- 
tives on first setting foot again on their nativo 
shore. Will they not fall on thoir knees, 
and cry with rapture, 1 Thank God, I am a 
British subject? And shall we, ibiui, while 
boasting that glorious appellation, Bubmit 
any longer to tbo present system of oppres- 
sion. (Cries, no, no!) Somo parlies say 
tbey caro nothing about this mutter ; all they 
want i» a good paying claim. We all want 
that ; but many of us have tried to get ono 
for the last five or six years in vain, and we 
may have to wait as many more. So, while 
we are wuiting, let us unite ned endeavor lo 
ameliorate our condition. Make this a 
national, not a sectional issue. Recollect our 
common origin, our common (log, and devote 
your enorgies to furthering the glorious 
causo ot Confederation, and perhaps when 
many of u« get ready to leave this colony 
we moy eijoy a journoy across tbo plains, 
drawn by iho mighty iron horse, while tho 
herds of buffaloes fly in terror before him 
across tho prairies, aud bis shrill whistle 
reverberating through the depths of tho 
Rocky Mountains, startles tho eagles from 
their native eyries. Mr Thompson was 
loudly clieorod when he tonk bis scat. 

Mr Booth seoonded tho resolution in a 
vigorous speech, when it was posted unani- 
mously. 

Mr H E Seelyo proposed in a brief speech 
the third and last resolution, as ioliows :

Sparrow.
